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If council will acquiesce in the recom 
met 1 (intion of the lioard of improvement 
the city will have more light. 
Members Finley, Kent, decree and 
Cuthbert thoroughly canvassed the city 
yesterday, and decided that 17 additional 
street lights are an absolute necessity. 
They will report at the meeting of conn 
oil, Tuesday evening, and ask that their 
recommendation be given 
favorable 
consideration. 
When the board con 
eluded their labors it was near evening 
and as they tramped over the greater 
portion of the city and pedeetriauated ap 
and down hills, they were a tired lot, 
and glad their task was finished. 
The board bore in mind the number 
of lights to be granted is limited, and 
only in localities when' most landed 
will lights be placed. 
It is fair to pre­ 
sume council will be inundated with 
petitions for lights, now it is known 
the city is to be better illaminatid. 
The suburban districts 
an* 
poorly 
lighted and they will receive the largest 
number of lights. The board exercised 
good judgment iii sleeting spots where 
they should be placid, and expressions 
of satisfaction 
are heard. 
It was 
thought best to have several lights 
trausfem d to other points, and this sug­ 
gestion will be embodied iii the report. 
Following is the list of points whew 
it is recommended lights be placed 
Intersection of Locust, Short and Center 
alleys, Third and Market streets, Jethro 
near Hamill's, Basil and 
Woodlawn 
avenues, Sophia and Minerva streets 
Calcutta road, at Gaston’s h ill; Brad 
shaw avenue, above china works; St 
George 
avenue, 
Holland 
street 
Pennsylvania avenue 
and 
Kossuth 
street, Third and Union streets, Peake 
and Waterloo streets, above West Mar 
k e t; Avondale, between Stewart and 
Hull’s addition ; Garfield and St 
John 
streets. 
The placing of a light at the corner of 
Third and Market streets 
will 
be 
met with approval. From time iwmemo 
rial has the old gas lamp at that corner 
done service, and as it was not mach 
larger than an ordinary gas jet, it did 
not amount to the powder which would 
blow it up. Time and again requests 
have been made that a light be placed 
at this point, but council, although rec 
ognizing the necessity of a light at that 
corner, could not see their way clear to 
have it placed there until the present 
time. 
On Gaston’s hill a light is particularly 
needed. 
From this point, not only will 
Calcutta road Is* benefitted, but Wur- 
cherer addition will not be obliged to 
go begging for illumination, as the light 
will do service for both places very ac­ 
ceptably. 
The board also looked over the loca­ 
tion of the present lights, and in their 
opinion the ones at the comer of Broad 
way and Fourth streets, West Market 
and Grant streets, and on Bradshaw 
avenue, should be changed. 


I ar, he uses the pavement just the same 
as he does the street, and it apparently 
makes no difference to him how long lh** 
sidewalk is blocked. They never even 
think to lay planks down to prop vt the 
pavement. Where the new building is 
being erected on Sixth street is an ex­ 
ample at present. 
The pavement is 
not protected in any way and there
